According to the Daily Matt, 
Italy’s successful colonisation in 
Africa is being praised in certain 
high quarters, in) which it is 
admitted that Abyssinia would 
benefit from an Italian mandate. 
The suggestion underlying this 
report is one to which no Power 
which has regard for the rights 
of weaker nations could possibly 
subscribe. We have encounter- 
ed the same viewpoint from time 
to time concerning Japan's policy 
in China, the argument being 
that China would be better 
roverned if she were taken un- 
der the wing of Japan, even by 
the process of annexation. This 
outlook is one which overlooks 
the vital point of the rights of 
nations. to control their own des- 
tinies. It might conceivably be

ground. To° bring the issue
